» Text and/or voice to land lines, cells, pagers, 
blackberries, facsimiles, E-mail. 

» Most systems have mapping capabilities to 
locate and notify land lines. 

» Warning messages are only effective when 
supported by PIO/media releases. 

» Regional challenge is to coordinate message 
formats, PlO/Media products, with 
jurisdictions and media.

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Warning Message Format 


a. Introduction: Who sent the message? Overview; 
Example: “This is the KC ECC...” 

b. What is the message and threat? Example: 
... with a mandatory evacuation order...” 


c. Who Is impacted by the message? Example: 
“for people located in the Middle Green River Valley...” 
d. Where will the event happen? Example: 
... located from the city of Auburn’s eastern boundary, 
east to State Highway 169 bridge just south of Black 
Diamond.” 
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e. Defined Threat? Example: 
...”’Catastrophic flooding will occur...” 

f. When? Example: ..”within 6 hours...” 

g. Emergency Protection Measures: 
... Evacuate people, pets, and livestock to 
higher ground now before high water closes 
all roads....” 

h. “King County Sheriff's Office and 
Fire district 44 are responding....”
